SLAP BY GARRISON 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., Aug. 28.—Former 
President Theodore Roosevelt tonight 
issued another statement in reply to Sec- 
retary of War Garrison in the contro- 
versy brought about by Mr. Roosevelt's 
Plattsburg speech. Col. Roosevelt took 


issue with the secretary on the adminis- 


tration’s attitude toward Mexico and 
Haiti. He also called attention to what 
he called the unpreparedness of our fleet, 
saying: 

“I point out to Mr. Garrison that for 
nearly two years, in 1913 and 10914, the 
ships of the navy were never exercised In 
fleet maneuvering, and, as Iam reliably 
informed, were never exercised in ficet 
or aquadron gunnery. A moderately tn- 
telligent child of 6 knows that the failure 


‘for two years to undertake such maneu- 


vers means a literally criminal deterior- 
ation in the fleet, and cannot possibly 
mean anything else. No expert know!l- 
edge is needed on this point; it la a mat 
ter of ordinary common sense. 


“War During the Peace.” 

“As Mr. Garrison is engaged in an at- 
tack on me, I will point out to him one or 
two things he can himself afford to ex- 
plain, 

*‘ During the time that I was president— 
seven and ene-half years—not one shot 
was fired by American soldiers or sailors 
against any foreign foe, and not one aailor 
or soldier was kille@ by any fereign foe. 
During the time Mesers. Garrison and 
Daniels have served in the cabinet of 
President Wilson—leas than three years. 
President Wilson has waged two small 
wares, one with Mexicoand one with Haiti. 

“I care for facts, not names. And if 
President Wilson and Messrs. Garrison 
and Daniels prefer that I should say that 
they waged peace with Mexico and atill 
more recently waged peace with Haiti, I 
am content to substitute their expres- 
sions. 


“Ultimatum to Germany.” 

“ The administration of which Mr. Gar- 
rison is part has sent to Mexico, as well 
as toGermany, what any man accustomed 
to measure words by deeds would regard 
as ultimatums. 

**In the case of this administration the 
ultimatum has usually been followed by 
a penultimate and then by an ante-penul- 
timate, and so on in diminishing progres- 
sion. Does Mr. Garrison not understand 
that it is exceedingly foolish to use strong 
words and yet be unprepared to back 
them up by deeds? 

“Six months have gone by since the 
administration of which Mr. Garrison ts 
part sent to Germany a note which was 
inexcusable unless it was meant as an 
ultimatum. In thie ultimatum it was 
ultimatum. Between one and two hun- 
dred of our citizens have been killed and 
a number of our ships have been sunk, 
and wé atill are oniy In the conversa- 
tional stages on the subject.”’

American Societies Take 
Move Toward Prepar- 
edness for War, 


: 


TO GALL ON CONGRESS 


A concrete result of the lessons of pre- 
paredness taught the United States by the 
Muropean war wae made public yester- 
day by Engineer Bion J. Arnold fm an an- 
nouncement that 30,000 American eng!i- 
neers are to be represented in the forma- 
tion of an organized reserve corps of en- 
gineers for immediate service in the event 
of war. 

Following a conference last spring be- 
tween representative engineers and Sec- 
retary of War Garrison, the movement to 
form the corps was taken up by the 
American Society of Civil Engineers, the 
American Institute of Mining Enginees, 
the American Society of Mechanical En- 
gineers, the American Institute of Elec- 
trical Engineers, and the American In- : 
stitute of Consulting Engineers. Each of 
the bodies appointed committees, which 
now have consolidated in a joint commit- 
tee to take charge of engineering opera- 
tions in cotperation with the war de- 
partanent in case of war. 


Draft Bill. for Congress. 
| To legalize the formation of the corps a 


bill has been drafted for submission to 
congress, The details of the legislation 
to be asked are now being studied by the 
war department. It is considered that the 
European war in its utilization of fortif- 
cations, mechanics, the wireless tele- 
graph, submgrines; airships, high explo- 
sives, and other complex modern equip- 
ment has demonstrated that the desira- 
bility of large numbers of competent en- 
gineers is the first great need the govern- 
ment would feel should this country be 
attacked. 

The individual capability of the regular 
army engineers—the builders of the Pana- 
ma canal—is freely acknowledged, but it 
is as freely admitted that numerically 
they would be wholly inadequate to carry 
out the huge engineering operations that 
would be necessary to meet the emergency 
of war. 

Accordingly the following committees 
have been appointed in line with sugges- 
tions concurred in by the secretary of 
war, the officers of the general staff, and 
the war college:

I will begin from the time we landed and 


Dublins Almost Wiped Out. 

“ On the 25th of April, Sunday, at dawn, 
the whole fleet began bombarding the 
end of the peninsula, where we were to 
land. At 7a. m. we began landing. The 
Dublins were in open boats towed by 
launches from men-of-war. They prac- 
tically were wiped out before our e¢yes, 
losing 560 men and twenty-one officers. 

“We were in a flat bottomed collier 
and were beached on the sand. The 
Turks were heavily intrenched and had 
snipers in the gangway and boats and a 
machine gun playing on the water where 
we had to jumpin. About one man ip 
every ten got ashore without being hit. 

“ H's company went first. Every officer 
wes hit and nearly all the men. G. went 
next and all the officers except W. were 
hit. J. and I went next, but only half our 
company was sent, as they decided to 
wait. J. got ashore all right swimming. 
I went down to the boats, which by now 
were full with dead and dying and was 
,@ent back. 

Few of Own Men Lett. 

However, at midday I went ashore by 
myself to join the major and threé men 
followed me. We lay all day undercover 
of a small tank about five feet high. At 
dusk J. and I collected all the men who 
were not hit (about forty out of 100), and 
we took up a kind of outpost position to

TO BREAK UP 
SLAV ARMIES 


Triple Attack Begun in 
Hope of Ending Rus- 
sian Resistance, 


PETROGRAD AT STAKE. 


LONDON, Aug. 28.—Germanic allies 
are continuing their efforts. to smash 
completely the Russianarmy. While the 
Germans in the Baltic provinces under 
Field Marshal von Hindenburg have 
again become aggressive and are at- 
tempting to drive the Russians back to 
Dvina, the Austro-Hungarians with the 
assistance of the Germans have taken 
the offensive tn southeastern Galicia and 
have succeeded in breaking through the 
Russian positions on the Zlota Lipa river, 
north and south of Brzezany. 

Along the rest of the front the Ger- 
mane claim to be gaining more ground. 


Seek to Divide Slav Armies. 

The Austro-German armies are al- 
tempting the greatest stroke of the war. 
By concentrating heavy forces against 
the weakest spots in the Russian lines the 
Teutons are seeking to split the Russian 
field forces into three armies before the 
arrival of winter. 

Great masses of men and metal are be- 
ing hurled against the retreating Slavsin 
the region of Vilna. Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg hopes to cut off the Brest. 
Litovek armies. Im the southeast the 
Austrians are attempting a rush north- 
ward through Kovel. Their object is to 
throw another wedge between the Brest.

Place Due to Speech. | 

Secretary Redfield owes his place in the | 
cabinet to a couple of tariff speeches 
which he delivered in the Sixty-second 
congréss while serving as a member from 
Brooklyn. President Wilson was greatly 
impressed by these speeches and during 
the 1912 campaign frequently referred to 
them or appropriated them in his own 
talks. ; 

Since he has entered the cabinet, how- 
ever, the president has felt that Secre- 
tary Redfield has not created a favorable 
impression in his public speechmaking. 

The administration was greatly disap- 
pointed when the talks of its business 
man in the cabinet apparently failed to 
impress business men in the country.

French Defenders Bring Down 
One Machine: Kill Crew of 2; 
Prepare for New Attack. 


PARIS, Aug. 28.—The French fiying 
equadron guerding the city of Paris to- 
day frustrated an attempt by a flotilla of 
four German military planes to raid the 


. city and in a skirmish which ensued in 


midair shot down one of the machines. 
The pilot and observer of the wrecked 
machine were killed and their charred 
bodies were found in the wreckage of 
the machine, which had caught fire. 
The French defense squadron sighted 


* the Germans as they approached the 


‘northern limits of the city, flying ata 
great height, and rose to meet them. 


One Machine Shot: Down. 

Sighting the defenders, the invaders 
turned back toward the German lines, one 
branching off at Montmorency and drop- 
ping several bombs which did no damage. 
One of the machines lagged behind the 
others and was overtaken by the pursuing 
Frenchmen. The Frendh eviators opened 
fire on the laggard machine with rifles 
and rapid firers. 

The machine-soon was aeblaze and 
dropped, comet fashion, into the forest 
of Halatte. 

The other two machines edt safely back 
over the German lines. 

French aviators were again active last 
night, bombarding the railway statiop 
at Chatel. in the Argonne. 


Paris Takes Precautions. 

Unusual! precautions were taken tonight 
to guard Paris against a second invasion 
by German air forces. 

This morning towards 10 o'clock, ac- 
cording to an official report, three Ger- 
man aeroplanes started from the region 
of Soissons and three from the region 
of Compiegne, heading for Paris. They 
were un&ble to reach their goal and only 
dropped a few bombs on Nogent-su- 
Marne, Montmorency, Montfermeil, Ribe- 
court, and Compiegne. The hostile aero- 
planes, promptly detected, were shelled 
at various points and chased by Frencn 
airmen. 

The commander of one of the French 
aerial squadrons chased one of the aero- 
planes at a height of nearly 11,000 feet 
and brought it down to the north of Sen- 
lis. The pilct and his machine were found 
incinerated. 


AUSTRIAN AVIATOR HURT. 

Allentown, Pa., Aug. 28 —Lieut. Baron 
von Figyelmessy, the noted Hungariar 
aviator, was badly injured here. today 
while demonstrating the possfbilities of 
the aeroplane in war times. He had as- 
cended about 700 feet and was inthe act of 
dropping bombs on an improvised fort 
when his engine stopped. 

Failing to start his engine, he tried to 
volplane to the earth, and in an effort to 
avold striking a big crowd of spectators 
he struck an electric light pole when 
within thirty feet of the ground. 


GERMANY CANNOT DELIVER 


CHRISTMAS GOODS TO U. S. 


Orders Totaling $50,000,000 Held 
Up by British Blockade—Loss 
‘Will Be Heavy. 


-_-— 


BERLIN, via London, Aug. 28.—Amer- 
ican business men in Germany are taking 
the gloomiest view of the fate of great 
quantities of goods ordered in Germany 
for the American Christmas trade. They 
say that the loss of these goods wil! 
amount to millions. 

Orders totalling about $50,000,000 for 
such wares as toys, Bohemian glassware 
bronzes, Christmas cards, and optical spe 
claities had been placed, mostly last 
autumn, for summer delivery, it is stated. 
this being the usual practice in order to 
give American wholesale dealers an op 
portunity to place the goods. 

The articles are ali of a seasonal valu 
and become virtually valueless unless d 
livered immediately. However, the Bri 
ish order in council, although not effectiv 
when the orders for the goods wer: 
placed, prevents such a delivery.

"REVIEW OF WAR 1 FOR THE LAST WEEK. 


Following is a general survey of 
the developments on the various 
battle fro in the eastern war: 


| ON THE EASTERN FRONT. 


The past week witnessed the successful 
completion of the second stage of the 
stupendous Austro-~German drive through 
Russian Poland. Only Grodno, with its 
flanking armies, along the Niemen, re- 
mains of the rhagnificent double line of 
stramgholds to oppose the Teuton armies. 
It nly a question of a few days, per- 
haps hours, before the last Slav fortress 
on the eastrn Poland frontier is occupied 
by the Germans. Its evacuation is re- 
ported to have begun already. 

All reports at the close of the week 
indicated that the Austro-German armies 
will not be content to rest within the 
fortrees ring they have taken, but are 
vigorously continuing the pursuit of the 
retreating armies under Grand Duke 
Nicholaa 

The present battle line in Russia proper 
has been straightened out so that it is 
more nearly north and south than at 
any time during the war. From a point 
about twenty miles west of Riga on the 
gulf of the same name It swings in a wide 
are to the southeast, following the direc- 
tion of the Dwina river to the district weet 
of Dwinsk and Novo Alexandrovek, 
whence it bends slightly to the south- 
west, following the courses of the Swenta 
and Niemen rivers to Grodno. Further 
south, to the east of Bialystok and Brest 
Litovak, the Russians are retreating on 
the Bialowles forest and the Pinsk or 
Pripet river marshes. On the southern 
end of the line in Russia proper, east 
and southeast of Kovel, the strongholds 
of Lusk, Rovno, and Dubno bar the Ger- 
mans’ advance. 

That the Russians have prepared a 
new line of defense is certain, as their 
retreat has been handled in a masterly 
manner under the most terrific pressure. 
The reports of destruction and panic in 
connection with the capture of some of 
the fortresses are only the expected rush 
by the rear guard to get away by direct 


pursuing enemy has been accomplished. 

Where will the Teutone strike next has 
been the chief subject of conjecture by 
the leaders of the allies during the week. 
Moscow, Petrograd, and the Dardanelka 
are the chief guesses as the next ob- 
jectives of the Teuton armies in the east. 
Grand Duke Nicholas is reported to have 
concentrated large forces along the 
Dwina to stop any advance on the Rus- 
sian capital. The naval forces of the 
CcZar are depended ‘upon to protect the 
right flank of thebe armies resting on the 
gulf of Riga coast. If this defense holds 
it would be extremely hazardous for the 
Austro-Germans to advance very far into 
central Russia towards Moscow with this 
large force on their left flank being swung 
farther to their rear as they advance to 
the south of it. The lateness of the sea- 
e6n and the approach of winter conditions 
only a few months off also are considera- 
tions that confront the German general 
staff. 

In the center of the line, especially to the 
south, the forest of Bialowies and the 
Pinsk marshes will be stupendous bar- 
riers for the Germans to fight their way 
through. The Russians are spreading 
desolation in the wake of their retreating 
armies, and the invaders will find their 
difficulties from now on increase as they 
penetrate farther into the enemy's coun- 
try. « ae 

As to the losses of the Russians in their 
recent retreats there are no definite fig- 
ures. German claims put the number of 
prisoners captured since the fall of War- 
saw in the neighborhood of 200,000. The 
guns taken are estimated at 2,000. A large 
percentage of this armament is undoubt- 
edly of the heavier caliber employed in 
the defenses of the fallen fortresses. The 
lighter field artillery the Russians have 
conserved, as the retreat of their main 
armies has not been so hurried as to ip- 
dicate the enforced abandonment of this 
class of guns. In the rear guard actions 
the czar’s forces have been forced to sac-

The fact that the main armies of the 
Grand Duke Nicholas have been extri- 
cated from the Teuton trap apparently 
compensates the Slavs for the loss of 
Poland and its great chain of modern de- 
fenses. 
Further, ft ts announced from Petro- 
grad that the raising and equipment of « 
new force of more than 2,000,000 men goes 
on steadily back of the fighting limes. 

If there was any panic in the camps of 
the allies in the west over the develop- 
ments on the Russian front it was not ap- 
parent. France sent messages of confi- 
dence to the Grand Duke Nicholas. Ap- 
parently the future plans of the Teuton 
allies is of more concern to Paris and 
London than the retreating Russian lines. 
There have been persistent rumors that 
the Austro-German forces would swing to 
the southeast through Galicia into the 
Balkan, peninsula in an effort to pound 


was reported to be sending heavy rein- 
forcements to the Gallipoli peninsula, and 
during the week 200,000 Italian troops left 
Adriatic ports eupposediy for the same 
destination. 
As far as Ruasia is concerned, the Ger- 
mans are now in possession of a vast ter- 
ritory, and as much of the Slavic empire 
as they could expect to permanently oc- 
cupy in the event of dictating the terms 
of peace. They have all of Poland and 
the greater share of the Baltic provinces 
of Kovno and Courland, in which Ger- 
man influences have been dominant for 
generations. But past experiments of oc- 
cupying conquered territory is against 
permanent occupation, especially when 
the lost provinces were taken from Still 
first class powers. Constantinople is not 
in this class, however, and it is begin- 
ning to loom more and more as the great 
glittering prize of the present world war. 


Reports from the Gallipoli peninsula 
during the last week were meager. There 
was no official confirmation of the report 
of the new British expeditionary force 
landed further’ up the northern shore 
of the peninsula cutting the main line 
of communications of the Turkish force 
along the narrows and at Krithia and 
Achi Baba. There are 100-00 Turks 
opposing the French and British along 
this front. The hilly formations of the 
country have been made the ‘most of,by 
the defenders and every foot of the 
advance is costing dearly. Perhaps the 
best barometer of what is really trans- 
piring along the Dardanelles is the de- 
velopments in the diplomatic game os 
played at Bucharest, Athens, Nish, and 
Sofia. As long as the Turks are able 
to hold their own on Gallipoli peninsula 
there is everyeprospect that the politica’ 
status quo will be maintained in the 
Balkans. Only the prospect of early vic- 
tory by the allies will force the hands of 
Roumania, Greece, Serbia, and Bulgaria. 
It wijl depend then for the most part 
what Austria and Germany will attempt 
to relieve their ally guarding the channe! 
to the Russian Black sea ports. Victory 
by the allies, resulting in the forcing of 
the Dardanelles and an advance on Con- 
stantinople by land and sea would pro-

from. The declaration of a new blockade 
zOne along the Turkish Mediterranean 
coast as far south as Egypt would indi- 
cate that this new force will be landed 
on the south shore of the Dardanelles. 
The announcement of the blockade might 
also be a blind to cover a surprise land- 
ing further north, as was done recently 
by the British at Suvia bay. ! 

During the week there were combined 
attacks by the allies’ army and navy. 
Gains are claimed on the Suyla bay frort 
by the British and on tne southern front 
by the French. Battleships again en- 
tered the straits. and bombarded the 
forts on the narrows. A British subma- 
rine sank a Turkish transport. Russian 
aviators are reported to have dropped 
bombs on Constantinople, while war- 
ships shelled the Bosporus forts. 


ON THE WESTERN FRONT. 


The British fleet attacked the German 


'| positions along the coast of Belgium early 


in the week In an attempt to wreck the 
submarine base at Zeebrugge. Berlin 
claimed that no material damage was 
done. 

Mine conflicts, artillery exchanges, and 
aeroplane raids marked the fighting on 
the western front. Two French air 
squadrons bombarded the Saar valley in 
an effort to wipe out the German asphyx- 
lating gas factory at Dernach. Paris re- 
ported ten shells had damaged the plant. 
Mueiheim in the Rhine valley was alsv 
bombarded. These raids came in reprisa, 
for aero attacks on Nancy and Clermont. 
The Champagne district, the heights of 
the Meuse, the Vosges, the Argonne near 
Verdun, and in Artois north of Arras 
were all scenes of activity.

ON THE AUSTRO-ITALIAN 
FRONT. 


Italy's advance {nto Austria made no 
appreciable progress during the fighting 
of last week. The official reports from 
both Rome and Vienna indicated that the 
Teuton defense is berg vesorously main- 
tained, strongholds are withstanding the 
Te hammering of the Italian artil- 
ery. 

Three months have now elapsed since 
war was declared by Rome and the Italian 
army has made little or no appreciable 
advance since its first rush across the 
Isonzo and Trentino frontiers. Along the 
Isonzo river Goritz and Tolmino still bar 
the way toward further invasion. 

The entry of Italy into the campaign 
against Turkey is expected to bring Ger- 
many's forces against its former ally in 
the Drei Bund. The victories in Russia 
should bring about conditions where both 
Austrian and German troops can be 
spared for service on other fronts. There 
were reports that a large concentration of 
both Austrian and German forces was 
taking place at Innsbruck in the upper 
Tyrol. This is the chief military base of 
the Austrians operating in the Trentino 
and Carnic fronts, and would indicate that 
Vienna had decided to press the fighting

LONDON, Aug. 28.—A decided cam- 
paign in favor of more air raids on Eng- 
land is being carried on in the latest 
copies of the German newspapers just 
arrived. The leading Berlin journals urge 
the government to turn all attention pos- 
sible to attacks on the British people in 
their homes and openly declare that noth- 
ing less than the destruction of London 
will satisfy Germany. 

The leaders of this propaganda call on 
the government to send the entire fleet 
of air planes to the heart of England to 
create havoc and ruin that cannot soon 
be forgotten. Perhaps the most fiery and 
furious demand upon the government tn 
this respect is printed in the Tpglische 
Rundschau. 


London Called Good Theket 

“ Justice, every element of human jus- 
tice,” says this paper, “ demands the de- 
struction of London. There is in the 
whole world no better target for aerial 
attack than the city of London, that gi- 
gantic, complex assemblage of lofty an- 
cient warehouses with their enormous 
stores of all descriptions and their invit- 
ing situation in narrow and tortuous 
streets. If only such raids can bé¢ repeat- 
ed again and again the 1esult will be as- 
sured.”’ 

This paper makes the somewhat as- 
tounding assertion that France and Rus- 
sia will share Germany's joy when Lon- 
don is destroyed and England is pierced 
to the heart. The suffering entailed in 
such destruction, the paper continues, 
would not compare for a moment to the 
misery In invaded East Pruseia, Belgium, 
the northern departments of France, and 
the Polish provinces.

The Nueste Nachrichten encourages its 
readers by asserting that London already 
has been partly destroyed by the Zeppelin 
raiders and declaring that the oe ia 
is soon to go.

The Teuton experts argue that England 
is being drained of her resources, both in 
financing the allies and in making pur- 
chases in the United States; that despite 
international trade and heavy taxation 
the daily outgo is double the inflow. 

England must keep Russia from bank- 
ruptey in order to protect the enormous 
investments of the French in Russian 
securities. She has to play banker for 
all the allies and is being called upon to 
make tremendous contributions. 


English View of Germans. 

On the other hand, English bankers say 
that German finance is like a balloon in- 
flated so that it is near the bursting point. 
Being surrounded on all sides, Germany’s 


export profits are cut off, but she. has the | 


advantage of no outgo of the wealth. All 
her expenditures are made at home and 
the money is kept going round and round 
in a circle. : 

The English say that every day, as the 
volume of money increases and the cir- 
culation gets whirling faster, the founda- 
tion of real values gets weaker and raw 
materials scarcer, so that some day soon 
there will be a collapse. The German 
financiers answer that their paper money 
is accepted by the people at par value; 
that all expenditures being made at home, 
industry is fostered, and that Germany is 
in far more sound economic condition 
than England. 

The next few months will witness a war 
of finance. Germany is seeking to pre- 
vent England from getting money in the 
United States, and points to President 
Wilson's prohibition early in the war 
against foreign government loans being 
Noated in this country.

LONDON.—[Special.}]—I have neglected 
Ireland lately owing to my absorption in 
the war. It is time I should notice more 
than I have done, the very remarkable 
movement now on foot and in full swing, 
as I have already cabled, for the sub- 
stitution of the coalition ministry, espe- 
dally with Carson in its ranks, for a home 
rule ministry. This gave all prophets of 
evil, who here, as in America, have dogged 
every step of Redmond on the road to 
that winning of home rule which he has 
pow accomplished, an opportunity for 
once More raising his voice. 

It was deciared that home rule was lost 
and lost through Redmond’s folly and 
timidity and the faction proclaimed its 
belief that Mr. Asquith in the British Lib- 
eral party would betray Ireland. Every- 
thing was for the worst in the worst of all 
possible wor ds. 

Redmond, Deylin, and Dillon at once 
resolved that this campaign should not 
be neglected, that public opinion in Ire- 
land should be fully challenged and their 
yerdict on the party invited, whether fa- 
yorable or unfavorable. 

Conventions were summoned in every 
county in Ireland, whereof nearly a dozen 
have taken place. _ These conventions 
were addressed by Redmond, Devlin, and 
Dillon, and the factionists showed their 
heiplessness and insignificance by hiding 
away, while the gatherines were enthu- 
siastic in the support of the Irish party 
and boundless in their expression of affec- 
tion and confidence in Redmond. 


| Convention at Donegal.

. GERMANY’S NEW MOOD. 

President Wilson's ‘success in handling the very 
grave issue with Germany has been conspicuously re- 
vealed at the most solemn moment. Unless every 
present indication of Germany's intent be mislead- 
ing, he has forced a modificution of the German 
naval operations and has made the sea safe for 
passenger ships. | 

It is true that if Admiral von Tirpitz could have 
maintained his position in the German councils, and 
if the German chancellor had not been able to over- 
turn milita:. opinion, the United States and Ger- 
and war 


would have been the probable consequence. 

The United States does not want war with Ger- 
many. It is not prepared for war with any strong 
nation., It is not prepared for war at all, and the 
thought of the American people is not belligerent. 
But the nation could not continue to permit its 
citizéus to be killed on passenger ships when the 
government of the nation assured them they were 
within their rights in traveling on those ships. 
Much as the American people wanted to avoid war, 
they could not permit a controversy with Germany 
to be prolonged while Americans were being killed. 

So long as our government declined to accept any 
terms proposéd by Germany it was necessary for 
the United States to impose its will upon Germany, 
with or without fighting. 

When the third note went to Berlin the policy 
therein declared became the policy of the American 
nation. Argument was closed. Germany had to 
choose whether it wanted the friendship of the 
United States or accepted its hostility. 

Unless the German decision has been utterly mis- 
represented, President Wilson has made his policy 
effective. 


—_——— — -— 
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EXTENDING TRADE WITH RUSSIA. 

The agitation for forming an association of 
American manufacturers to extend Russian trade 
offers a simple and approved method of procedure. 
It takes the whole movement, which was started by 
Tue Trisune’s Petrograd correspondent, out of the 
talking stage and into practice by the most direct 
route. An organization similar to the Hudson Bay

even the most timid traders. 

An. initial outlay will be required and there its 
always the possibility of losses through keen com- 
petition.

Germany is not likely to receive any favors at the 
hands of neighbors at the ‘end of the present war, 
much less so if the American merchant is willing 
to divide this 25 per cent commission that has been 
going to the retailer with his Russian customer. In 
other words, whether it is put down in paper form 
or not, the American manufacturer will work under 
an advantage which Germany has worked under up 
to the present time, if only the direct connection 
can be effected before the old channels are again 
opened up.

Many Americans regard our national policy of 
the open door as one of the sacred principles of the 
republic. Proposals for restriction of immigration 
have been met with arguments begot of outraged 
conviction. Our country is a haven. of refuge for 
the oppressed. The policy is cited as an example of 
American altruism, a quality which we/ do possess 
and which we are not modest about. | 
America has a right to be proud of its hospitality, 
but for reasons other than altruistic. Our ances- 
tors, except at a few periods, like that which pro- 
duced the know-nothing party, were not averse to 
the arrival of sturdy individualists. For the coun- 
try at that time attracted only the adventurous of 
the other nations. Those who came were drawn 
hither because they were too vigorous for their 
environment. They felt stifled by the fairly rigil 
old world civilization. They came not to get gold 
easily but to wrest a livelihood from the rock bound 
resources of this continent. | 

Of course the result was startling. The pioneer 
spirit of our first English arrivals showed a tend- 
ency to work itself out. Many of their children are 
still tilling farms in New England. The newcomers 
spurred them on. They became a part of the people, 
vigorous and adaptable. This theory of new blood 
worked so admirably that many of us have adopted 


' 


it as a part of our religion. | 

We say that this theory worked, but it may not 
always work. The nation is on the whole not 
inclined to be too worshipful of tradition. In spite 
of our love for this one we are beginning to chal- 
lenge it. Some of us are willing fo experiment at 
least in the direction of restriction. | 

The European war, which has shed light on vari- 
ous problems for us and brought to light hitherto 
unsuspected complexities in our national life, offers 
firm ground for speculation upon this question. 
Are we sure that our present hospitality will help 
us? If we revert to our altruism will it help the 
immigrant? | | 

The value of this new blood has always been that 
it has helped us with our problems. These men 
have fought with us in the conquest of the soil. 
We have absorbed them. We had no rigid civiliza- 
tion which they had to conform to. They have 
with us made our system. pit | 

The situation now is different: The continent 
has been fairly well exploited. Pioneer conditions 
do not obtain. Our nation has developed a point of 
view. It has habits which, like those of a man of 
middle age, cannot easily be changed. The immi- 
grant carrying with him as he does beliefs and 
habits of an older civilization, finds that he must 
adapt himself to a new. He does not understan1 
us, and there are at present few agencies for his 
enlightenment. He no longer battles the elements 
with us. He is confronted with a crowded indus- 
trialism, to which he has no key. The/pioneer days 
are no more. 

And the immigrant, too, has changed. He cannot 
expect unlimited opportunity. Opportunity may be 
just as great in these days, but it is more sophisti- 
cated. Success is based more upon a knowledge of 
national habit. The éther kind of immigrant who 
comes with more cultivated powers comes with 
the intention of making money. He is no longer 
compelled by distance to adapt himself to us. Com- 
munication is so good that he may remain an Eng- 
lishman, a Frenchman, or an Italian. If he suc- 
ceeds he often goes back to a more advanced social 
position. If he fails he is not of much help to 
America. It is still easier to adapt one’s self to 
American life than, for instance, to Prussian life. 
But it is no longer easy.. | 

We may well ask these days whether we have 
wbsorbed all who have come here. There is some 
ground for the assertion that we have not. It is 
the war which has provided this ground. 

Our national policy has not been to crush out the 
old world habits the newcomers have brought. 
When they have formed societies—and they have 
by thousands—our politicians have recognized them. 
They have been recognized in our diplomacy. We 
have endeavored rather to engraft their strong 
qualities upon our own. | 

But the war throws suspicion upon our success. 
We may ask ourselves whether or not this country 
is not saturated, whether our nation is capable of 
absorbing more diverse ingredients. 
hax precipitated many of the elements in it. 
civilization shows signs of breaking up into its con- 
stituent parts. Will our statesmen find it expedient 


to pour more into the melfing pot?

In 18380 Prince VWeopold of Sax¢-Coburg was 
elected by the Belgians as their king. He re- 
tained the colonelcy of his English cavalry regi- 
ment wntil his death more than thirty-five years 
afterwards, and its command has now been be- 
stowed upon his grandson, King Albert of Bel- 
gium, by George V. of England. | 

The only other foreign rulers who now hold 
colonelcies in the British army are King Alfonso 
of Spain, who is colonel in chief of the Sixteenth 
lancers, and Czar Nicholas, who is colonel in 
chief of the Royal Scots Greys. The remaining

Dr. Evans’ advice on “ How to Xeep Well” appears daily on the editorial 
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N the last week of July, 1914, a great 
| surgical congress was being held in 
London. The leading surgeons of the 

world were expected. The greatest 

single attraction was to be Von Eisels- 
berg. When the congress opened it wa 
| noticed that German and Austrian sur- 
_€eors were not in attendance. Few pres- 
| ent inferred that this meant that war was 
_@ practical certainty. 

On the last day of the congress came the 
ifirst of a series of declarations of war. 
The congress was held without ite stellar 
attraction—the clinic by Von Eiselsberg. 
There are those who hold that the opinion 
of Von Elselsberg on a surgical subject !s 
the best to be had in the world. : 

The chance that Germany and Austria 
have to win this war depends very much 
Upon the care taken of their men. The 
| best minds in sanitation are engaged in 
Protecting the soldiers against all forms 
| of preventable disease. Rubner is settling 
all questions as to food, drink, and cloth- 
Ing. In addition, there is need that the 
| wounded shall be well cared for and re- 
turned to the rankgat the front with the 
greatest possible haste.

The greatest surgical genius of his coun- 
try, Austria, Von Eiselsberg, has drawn up 
|& Series of directions for the care of the 
| wounded In this hour of need for Austria 
| and Germany. Most of what he Says ap- 
plies to the treatment of ordinary wounds 
among people engaged in the ordinary du- 
ties of life. Those that donot apply to the 
ordinary accidents of the ordinary man do 
apply to the men who handle heavy ma- 
| chinery or use high explosives in the very 
| large manufacturing plants and big mines.

| Surgery, Gynecology, and Obstetrics for 
June publishes the following ten com- 
'mandments for the milita ry surgeon: 

| “I. The fresh wound must not be 
_touched with the finger, and no antisep- 
| tics must be applied toit. Assoonas pos- 
sible the fresh wound is covered with a 
piece of dressing without the wound or 
tissues around it being washed or irrigat- 
ed. The dressing should be sterile white 
hygroscopic gauze—if possible, prepared 
beforehand as an individual dressing. 
This sterile dressing is fastened with a 
bandage—if necessary with adhesive 
plaster. Care should be exercised in using 
mull bandages, for if they are applied a 
little bit too firmly they may cause con- 
striction. 

“2. The treatment of primary hemor- 
rhage, if local compression with dressings 
is not sufficient, fs to be accomplished with 
élastic bandages or tourniquet. Hemor- 
rhage from large arterial trunks may be 
controlled by pressure with the finger, 
wrapped, if possible, with sterile gauze. 
Hemostasis with instruments (ligation) 
should be deferred so far as possible until 
a stationary hospital is reached. 

“8. The canal of the bullet should not 
be probed, either with a sound or with the 
finger, nor should it be tamponed with a 
plece of dressing, even if it is sterile. The 
rule holds, too, in general for the later 
treatment of wounds. The sound, dress- 
ing forceps, or finger can be introduced 
for the sake of orientation only immedl- 
ately before or during the opening of a 
wound for suppuration. 
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“4. Fractures should be immobilized by 
fixing both the neighboring joints. Inthe 
first dressing at the front it is not so im- 
portant to produce accurate coaptation as 
| to see that the bone fragments do not rub 
against each other or exert pressure upon 
neighboring soft parts. This fixation may 
be accomplished by means of a plaster 
dressing, if the material is at hand and the 
physician is a master of the technic. Gen- 
| erally he only applies splints. The wire 
splint in different sizes is an excellent 
splint for universal use. The fixation of 
the broken femur is the most difficult. 
especially if the fracture is above the mid- 
dle, as the ordinary Petit's boots are not 
adequate. Fortransportation I would rec- 
ommend a modifieation of the splint which 
has two lateral wings to inclose the thigh 
and pelvis. In the final treatment of frac- 
tures of the long bones, especially the fe- 
mur, I use extension as much as possible, 
‘and finally get the patient on his feet 
‘again by the use of plaster or mull dress- 
ings. : 

“5. The extraction of projectifes is a 
pressing operation only in very rare cases. 
and even secondarily should only be per- 
formed when there ts some special im«li- 
cation for it, as when the bullet is causing 
serious symptoms or can be felt immedi- 
ately under the skin. The desire of the 


| patient to have the bullet removed should 
‘not Influence the physician to remove it. 
|The Roentgen picture makes the diag- 
|nosis of the location of the bullet easier, 


but should not lead the surgeon to perform 
an operation that is not indicated. It al- 
most looks as if Roentgenology had 
brought about dangerous attempts at ex- 
traction, by which patients have been in- 
jured.

wound nor the tissues around It are to be 
washed or irrigated. 

Bullet wounds are not to be probed. 
Even when the bullet has been located by 
an X ray and its removal seems easy it 
Is not to be removed. When an abscess is 
being opened it is proper to go into the 
wound with the forceps or finger, but not 
under other circumetances. 

Suppurating wounds are not to be filled 
with gauze tampons. 

In fracture cases the most important 
point is to see that the jagged bone ends 
do not cut and tear the nearby tissue. This 
is more important than getting the ends 
of the bones together. 

In his treatment of gas Infections, teta- 
nus, and gangrene he depends more on 
extensive operations, such as amputation, 
and less on oxygen Injections, exposure to 
the open air after free incisions, than do 
the other yar surgeons who have been 
recently quoted tn this column.

There are many people 
who want to have their wounds cleaned up 
and all torn shreds clipped off.

gical precepts of Von HBiseleberg, the 
greatest Austrian surgeon of his day.

The reports that come from the front 
are to the effect that the proportion of 
wounded soldiers who recover and return 
to the colors is greater in this war than 
in any previous conflict. This is true of 
the French, Russian, German, Austrian, 
and English armies. It ts too early forany 
reports from Italy. 

The Journal of the American Medical 
Association tells us that of the wounded 
in German hospitals in April, 1915, 91.2 per 
cent have been returned fo their regi- 
ments, 7.4 per cent have been discharged 
as unfit for service, and 1.4 per cent have 
died. There has been a steady rise since 
August, 1914. During that month the re- 
turns to service were 84.8 per cent, the 
discharges as unfit 12.2, the dead 3 per 
cent. 

The proportions for the German army 
during the first nine months of the war 
were: Discharged, fit for service, 88.5; 
discharged, unfit or on furlough, 9.6; 
dead, 1.9. 3 

In the American civil war, of those who 

reached the kospital, 12.27 per cent died 
and 87.73 survived. 
. The proportion of the troops killed on 
the field of battle is greater than in any 
previous war. The figures are not avail- 
able, but the authorities from the differ- 
ent armies are agreed that this statement 
is true. The reason fs that in this war 
military and other high power weapons 
are being employed as never before. 

Not only is there better provision for 
sanitation and hygiene, public and per- 
sonal, and better care of the sick and 
wounded in this war than ever before, but 
we are hearing for the first time of sys- 
tematic efforts to retrain those disabled 
by war to the end that they shall be able 
to take care of themselves. 

Boards pass upon the soldiers made un- 
fit for war through wounds, decide what 
they should be able to do In spite of their 
permanent disabilities, and arrange for 
work through which they will be trained 
for the new toil.

VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 
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AN EX-GOVERNOR ON FRANK, 
AFFATR. 

Chicago. Aug. 25.—[Editor of The Tr'’b- 
une.]—I am a reader and admirer of your 
paper, but your editorial of Aug. 18 on 
Leo M. Frank is wholly unworthy. To 
seize an opportunity to indict the people 
of a whole section as ignorant, uncfvilized, 
and in sympathy with an act of barbar- 
ism is a refiection on your own intelli- 
gence and breadth of vision. 

I am a southern man, and fairly typl- 
cal, but you do not belleve any stronger 
than I that the lynching of Frank was 
unspeakably cruel and cowardly. Hor- 
rible and inexcueable as it waa, the par- 
ticipants, when discovered, will be found 
to be men who are not representative of 
the intelligence or character of the citi- 


zenship even of their own communities, 


much less do they represent the sentf- 
ment of the southern people as a whole. 
Let it be hoped that your Imtelligent 
northern readers no more approve of the 
collective mob spirit of your editorial 
than decent southern men do of the Frank 
atrocity. The lawless spirit {s unfortu- 
nately confined to no section of our land. 
Last week, according to newepaper 
reporta two mobs were pursuing two 
men in two northern states, charged with 
offenses against females, with the 
avowed purpose of killing them when 
caught; and when the other day your 
editorial on Frank appeared, the news 
columne of THE TRIBUNE carried the 
story that a citizen of Chicago, after be- 
ing liberated by a court on the charge 
of taking liberties with young girls, im- 
mediately fled to another state to escape 
the vengeance of vigilantes. 
Lawleseness is not peculiar to the 
south. There is as much of it in the 
north as there is in the south—and there 
is too much of it everywhere. It is our 
national sin, and we must learn as a peo- 
ple that we cannot do as we please. Bet- 
ter organized government, self-restraint 
and respect for law, either voluntary or 
by force, is the hope of our democracy.

With over 130 players entered in the 
competition, everything is set for the 
national lawn tennis championship which 
begins tomorrow at the West Side‘Tennis 
club, Forest Hills, L. I. The évent is 
the first ever held away from the New- 
port Casino. It is particularly notable 
this year and elaborate plans have been 
made to make it the greatest tennistour- 
nament ever held in this country. 

Twenty-four courts have been provided 
for the matches, all being so arranged 
as to be within view of the clubhouse. 
Four courts are located on the spot of 
those used in the Davis cup matches last 
year, directly in front of the clubhouse, 
and are bounded on the north and south 
by stands, each seating 3,500 persons. 
Twenty courts are laid out in twos and 
threes, extending to the west and all run- 
ning north and south, ike the four “ ex~- 
hibition ” courts. 


Turf Almost Perfect. 

The West Side club has had the best 
turf experts in the countsy working on 
the courts for months. As a result the 
most perfect grass playing surface ever 
provided in this country bes been ob- 
tained. : 

The greatest interest centers in the 
championship doubles match. William 
Johneton and Clarence J. Griffin, win- 
ners of the recent preliminary doubles 
tournament at the Onwentsia club, will 
compete as challengers against Maurice 
E. McLoughlin and Thomas C. Bundy, 
present title holders. All four are Cali- 
McLoughlin, Johnston, and 
Griffin all hailing from San Francisco, 
while Bundy’s home is in Los Angeles. 


Teams Rivals on Coast. 

For two years the teams have been 
keen rivals in Pacific coast tennis, al- 
though the victories have invariably 
gone to McLoughlin and Bundy. Both 
in 1914 and the present season Johnston 
and Griffin were returned victors in the 
Pacific coast championship. 

Although they were deprived of the 
right to meet McLoughlin and Bundy 
for the title last year through their de- 
feat at Chicago by T. R. Pell and Kari 
Behr, this year, howevér, after two ex- 
tremely close matches at Onwentsia, they 
have earned the right to challenge their 
California brethren for the national title. 

With both teams playing their best 
form a close, spectacular contest should 
result, with the odds favoring the pres- 
ent title holders. Just what form Mc- 
Loughlin and Bundy will show is prob- 
lematital, as they have had little prac- 
tice gogether, while neither as yet has 
shown his best form.

Title Changes Often.

From that 
time until 1899 no team held the cham- 
pionship for more than two years In suc- 
cession, and although there were some 
formidable teams, notably Hobart and- 
Hovey, the Nee! brothers, and Ware and 
Sheldon, it was not until 1889 that the 
doubles game as it is played today was 
fully developed. 

Then it was that Dwight F..Davis and 
Holcombe Ward, a Harvard combina- 
tion, sprang into fame and practically 
revolutionized the doubles game in this 
‘country. Ward it was who invented the 
American “twist.” serviee, a form of 
delivery that was quickly adopted by his 
partner, Davis, and which has since 


apread throughout the world. With both 
men using this service their opponents 
were nearly always baffied. Davis, being 
left handed, was able to impart ea twist 
that broke directly opposite to that of

At the end 
of the first leg, about 440 yards from the 
starting point, he rounded the stake ten 
yards in advance of Browne, who hada 
slight advantage over Vosburgh. 

When the leading trio rounded the life 
saving station at the mouth of the river 
McDermott had increased his lead je 


thirty yards, and Browne had a five yard | 


advantage over the tricolor club swim - 
mer.

Answers to Queries. 

THOMAS H.: You must remember that 
you are now in the growing per.od and the 
chief business of a boy is to grow. You 
should have a few simple rules for living 
and make them a part of your daily life. 
Each day shoulu have its outdoor exercises. 
Walking is a splendid form of exercise. 
Don't r-de unless absolutely necessary be- 
cause of unusual distance. Walk with a good 
swinging stride, with chest wel up and spine 
fairly straizht. Slow running across country 
is great; 
splendid stimulation to heart and lungs. A 
boy ought to have at least two hours of sport 
daily in some good, vigorous game, and, if he 
can possilily afford it, at least two periods a 
week, of an hour each, in a gymnasium, 
where be can receive guidance in body build- 
ing. Since you are under 16 you should avoid 
exercises that strain such as weicht lifting, 
or sprint rnnning over 100 yards, or long dis- 
tance racing.

Parents who accom- 
pany their children, day after day, to the 
picture theaters, will sit in front of the screen 
witnessing degrading, tragical sights that they 
would no more think of witnessing in actual 
experience than they would read aloud for an 
hour the same story to their children from a 
10 cent library. | 

In this day of civilization, with the desire 
for higher thinking and better living, why are 
people afraid to act, particularly parents? 

In some cities there is a committee of from 
three to five, who each Monday morning in- 
spect every reel of pictures to be shown in all 
the local theaters during the week. 

The boards of censorship are a good deal 
like those who sit in audiences “ passing up ™ 
a picture as a “ good entertainer, but not much 
to it”"—only the ruination of pure, impres- 
sionable minds of present and future gen- 
erations. 

In some cities, one afternoon and evening 
a week is set aside for children where simple 
stories of child life are told from the camera, 
Every one enjoys a child's story unless he be- 
long to the heathen. 

There should be at least one day a week 
for educational pictures of helpful kind, sot 
only of current events, but of stories full of 
inspiration to rise above standard thoughts 
and acts—whatever the standard might be; 
it certainly cannot rise if there is not im- 
provement in productions, in the selection of 
photoplays, or in the judgment of the boards 
of censorship. 7 3 

It is impossible to entirely prevent the ex- 
pression of vile minds, even in black and 
white; manuscripts of indecent character are 
bound to be accepted by editors and com- 
panies; there are some editors who “ love the 
root of all evil,” but the members of the board 
of censorship should be composed of men and 
women who are supposed to be clean enough 
and considerate enough of the proper educa- 
tion of mankind, and especially of childhood, 
to prevent the passing of any picture that 
would tend to destroy a pure mind or to die 
courage a struggling soul. 

The world needs cheer and plenty of it. 
Man needs help from every source, particularly 
when he seeks recreation where he spends his 
hard earned nickel or dime. 

Then, with opportunity and responsibility, 
let us work for better pictures.

He 
arrived there about noontime and presented himself to the 
general superintendent of the institution, John L. Whit- 
man, to whom he told his story, with the request that he 
be given treatment for alcoholism. 

“Ha.e you a card from the police?’ Mr. Whitman 
asked. , 

“TI have not,” was the applicant’s answer. 

“Our rule here is to receive only such patients as are 
regularly committed by the or are sent by the 
police,” said the superintenden . | 

However, the difficulty was cvercome, the man was ad- 
mitted, and now “Tue Trrevune prints the story of the 
sufferer’s progress through the hospital. It presents fea- 
tures both sordid and startling. No reflections are made 
on the official staff, the method of treatment, or the con- 
duct of this little known institution where “ drunks” and 
drug fiends, wounded burglars and porch climbers, pick- 


pockets, and what not are given medical and surgical - 


care at the expense of the city of Chicago.

Not a “ Down and Out,” 

This man was without money, but was possessed of the 
one pervading desire to get John Berleycorn out of his 
system and, this accomplished, set about to make himself 
over into a new man. In lesé than fifteen minutes after 
entering the office he had disrobed and been tucked be- 
tween the sheets on a cot in the hospital. Ten minutes 
lateg he was visited by an interne, who asked many ques- 
tions, the answers to which were carefully recorded on a 
bistory sheet. 

In the first place, the patient referred to is a man who 
was not to be classified as a down and out. He is mar- 
ried, bas chilfren, has occupied himself in a useful calling 
in Chicago many years, but his besetting mistake was his 
almost total capitulation to the enemy toward whose camp 
his feet had long been drifting, whether he recognized that 
fact or whether he didn’t.

. had so interfered with his capacity as a worker 
and a bread winner that he had lost several positions and 
in all probability soon would have parted with his own 
self-respect.

Now for the treatment and the narrative concerning 
the hospital itself and the startling results of his observa- 
tions in the wards for the sick and the maimed in the big 
prison presided over by Mr. Whitman, long recognized by 
criminologists the ioe over as thoroughly competent 
and humane. | 

Just ‘as a foretaste of what one may meet with in the 
institution, the candidate for a clean bill of health wit- 
nessed when there one of the most distressing scenes ever 
noted in that or any other institution of its kind. Four 
men in a row, all strap to their cots, were writhing, 
groaning, cursing, or raving in a continuous chorus while 
they strained at <heir bonds with every muscle in vain 
efforts to break themselves free from the straps which had 
been fixed to their arms, around their bodies, and also 
their legs. These bands, made less irritating if possible by 
bandages of cotton, had been securely buckled to the iron 
sides of the cots. 

So much for that incidental feature. 

The first dose of “medicine” prescribed for the alco- 
holic is a glass of first class milk. He then is left while 
he makes an effort to adjust himself to the general enri- 
ronment of the big ward, a great room in the building for- 


merly known as the John Worthy school for boys. In 


the room are several long rows of cots, each bearing its 
own burden of woe in the form of a human who may be 
a robber of any type from the common doormat thief to 
the gunman, safe blower, porch climber, pickpocket, and 
so on through the list to the sneak thief, or he may be 
one of the several varieties of “dope” fiends sent there 


_ in the hope of clearing up their crazy brains so that they 


may have an opportunity, supplied by the city, of going 
forth into the community with strength of mind and body 
to make their way among decent people.

| Trusties Always on Watch, 

When the nurse makes her second visit at the cotside 
she is accompanied, if necessary, by one of a company of 
bridewell p ers detailed by Supt. Whitman to assist in 
the care of hospital, to act as “ runners,” and to per- 
form duties of varied character. An overseer is always 
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other patient who 
traces. .Day in and day out and through the long and © 
. noisy watches of the night they are on the job, drilling 
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in the wards 
to supervise 
their work and 
movements. Tem- 
perature and pulse 
then are taken by a nurse 
in spotless garb and the 
figures recorded on the history 
sheet, the “trusty” alongside 
ever ready for any emergency, for 
who knows at what moment the pa 
tient, his brain in a tangle, may arise 
in rebellion and require a little kindly 
persuasion ? 

And, by the way, these trusties are chosen 
for their work because of their smartness as 
well as their ability to put down any sign of 
insurrection on the part of a prisoner or any 
may attempt to jump the 


around here and there in the long aisles lined with cots 
and always with ears open for the call of a nurse. 

When the general physical condition of the patient has 
become known to Dr. Charles EB. Sceleth, the medical 
superintendent, who has the assistance of a corps of 
internes, prescribes for him. Then begins the giving of 
the real round of medicines, the first dose being the inev- 
itable laxative, to be followed at intervals with the ap- 
pearance. of a nurse bearing. the medicines which are 
intended to drive Old Man Rum out of his trench. 

The treatment itself is mild, and at no time does the 
patient receive any intoxicating liquor nor is he. given any 
hypodermic injection to quiet his nerves, although seda- 
tives may be prescribed if neeessary. 

. * 
Startling Object Lessons, 

Meantime the patient, his eyes roving from cot to cot 
and his ears attuned to every word or sound, becomes 
more and mére impressed by his surroundings, terrifying 
to one unaccustomed to such things. Chicago has not yet 
found itself sufficiently opulent to establish a separate 
hospital for the treatment of alcoholics and drug fiends 
who come to the notice of the police, or an occasional! suf- 
ferer, unable to pay his way elsewhere and who goes out 
to the bridewell on his own initiative, in which case he 
or she is not likely to be sent away if there be a spare 
cot. Once admitted, the patient is certain to receive at 
the hands of the superintendent and the physicians and 
nurses the best treatment the institution affords. 

Secondary to the course of treatment itself is the object 
lesson, and these lessons, sordid and startling, are ever 


‘present. In themselves they are sufficient to compel dis- 
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' ‘When a prisoner-patient has sufficiently recovered, pro- 
viding he has a hearing in court awaiting him, he is hus- 
tled away for trial, but if already under sentence he 
has an unexpired term ahead of him he is visited y 
trusty bearing an order from headquarters. This means 
that he must report to one of the cellhouses, and then it 
is “back to the mines” for him, to work in the quarry, 
brickyards, or elsewhere. i

Women Nurses Favored. 
‘All of this and much more the patient referred to at 
the outset of this story observed as he passed through the 
hands of the doctors and nurses during the few days of 
treatment undergone by him. Others witnessed the same 
incidents, and such as were lucid undoubtedly experienced 
similar emotions. When he was fed a hospital ration it 
was placed beside his cot by a trusty. If he was in need 
of water or needed help of any kind a trusty was within 
call to aid him, and each day one of such willing hands, 
‘working out his fine and, of course, without pay, made 
his bed for him. And, speaking of making beds—there 
was an overplus of that, for among the patients were 
many nocturnal prowlers, roused by weird dreams and 
doubtless moved to wander around in a hant for the things 

they.could not get—booze or “ dope.” | 
“T am a believer in women as nurses in our kind of a 
hospital,” said Supt. Whitman, “although the outsider 
may have a contrary opinion. Their influence upon per- 
sons in delirium, whether from overindulgence in alco- 
holics or other causes, is pronounced. Delirious patients 
seem instinctively to recognize their presence and restrain 
their actions as well as curb their language, thus contrib- 
uting toward the general good discipline of the hospital. 
Already the government has noted the work done here, 
and Dr. Sceleth has been asked to supply reports. Rush 
Medical college also is doing much research work here 
which is enabling the profession to get information re- 
garding the misuse of alcohol and the ravages of cocaine 
and other drugs upon their victims. We are treating 

about 200 alcoholic cases monthly.” |

Summing up his experiences, the patient who elected 
himself to go to the city prison hospital for the purpose 
of getting John Barleycorn behind him said that the most 
impressive and saddest sight of all was that which came 
to his notice on the morning he left the institution. In 
the smaller ward, where are confined the advanced cases

The other, which is nothing short of a 
chamber of horrors, is smaller and is the place where ex- 
treme cases are treated—delirium tremens. 

At the entrance to the large ward are the cots occupied 
by such as require surgical care. These include white 
black, and Asiatic, who either have been shot, slashed with 
knives or razors, or have been severely beaten in barroom 
or other encounters and have been taken there by the 
police pending their appearance in court or that of their 
bodies in the morgue.

Mistakes of Stenographers. 
HE cause of a great many of the 
mistakes made by Stenographers in 
writing letters, many of them 
claim, in the fact that so many men 
do not know how to dictate a letter. 
Ir you question a number of stenogre- 
phers on the subject they will ali have 
something to say about the failings of 
the men for whom they have worked. | 
' A stenographer dislikes having to ask 
a man to repeat when he is dictating. 
The principal reason is that eo often it 
breaks the man’s train of thought sothat 
the stenographer has to read the whole 
letter back to- him before he can go on 
andé finish what he has to say, and he is 
apt te be impatient. Then, too, the ste- 
nographer does not want to risk being 
‘acoused of inattention. When a man 
tries to dictate a letter while smoking it 
is almost impossible for the stenographer 
to cateh every word he says. He cannot 
help mumbling some of his worde when 
puffing on « ofgar or cigaret. Some men 
when asked to repeat are annoyed, and 
many girls would rather take a chanc¢ on 
getting it right than interrupt. Then if 
the stenographer guesses incorrectly her 


careless. 

Bome men who are naturally composed 
and at their ease under other conditions 
almost drive their etenographers wild by 
their nervous habits while dictating let- 
ters. It is trying to the stenographer 
when the dictator paces up and down the 
floor while talking, or pounds on the desk 
with his first to emphasize his remarks, 
‘or taps on the floor with his foot as an 
accompaniment to his sing-song.

Always to appear at your best 
rows a Willingness to please those about 
you that is a mark of true refinement 
and cultivation. 

Avoid showy papers. Small, conven- 
tional designs and neutral tints are al- 
ways safe. They may look deadly when 
seen tn the roll, but when in the rooma 
they accentuate the colors and shapes of 
the objects for which they form a back- 
ground. It can séurcely €ver be a thistake 
to uSe papers that are printed in imita- 
tion of fabrics. 

If you rearn to distinguish between 
“ Conventional "* designs and “‘ realistic ” 
designs, you will have made great strides 
in your understanding of interior decora- 
tion. Those things are. realistic that are 
commonly described as “, naturel.”’.. *’ Oh. 
what lovely flowers! How natural they 
are!”’ is an exclamation often heard. It 
stamps the one who makés it a6 being en- 
tirely untrained in the first principles of 
decorative art. Carpets. cushions, cov- 
ers,wall hangings, and draperies must not 
Partake of the quality of paintings. They 
must not be covered with ‘“ natura! ”’ 
birds and flowers. In fact, they must show 
not the least modeling—they must be flat. 
No one part of a wallpaper design may 
be allowed to seem higher or lower lief 
than the other. This, in a word, is what 
is meant by “conventional.” It is the 
opposite of natural.

cakes, any meal, flour, cornstarch, 
baking powder. peas, or beans, or 
Cried fruit, bran or spaghetti without first 
inspecting them Powdered sugar con- 
tains sta ch, so becomes infested. In the 
case of the dried fruit you should look in 
the bottom of the container for the fleeing 
loard of litth brown bugs that may be 
there. 

Perhaps it would have been wiser for 
you to have presented these’ things to 
s one, if they were uninfested, before 
ik coat away. Graham flour and bran 
in particular are likely to be infested 
quickly, if not properly cared for. and the 
bugs in them, which are often “ general 
f<ecers,” once on your shelves are as hard 
to dislodge as the most offensive bug you 
know, that of the bedroom. 


Madam Housewife, all through the hot 
weather you should not trust the care and 
almost daily inspection of all your starchy 
food materials to any one but yourself. 
I.cok at them the moment they came into 
tle héuse, perhaps sterilize themor dry in 
nicist weather, put them preferably Into 
clase jars, and keep them in aclean. cool, 
end airy place. If you happen to find 
just one bug, do not think you have found 
everything.’ She and her mate may be re- 
sponsible for a thousand or two of tiny 
eggs which have already turned to trans- 
parent and almost inv. sible white worms, 
which are all through your flour or mea! 
or cereal. 

This little beetle, commonly called a 
weevil, is the adult, but she has in six 
warm moist weeks passed through three 
aimost colorless stages before arriving 
at full growth, as an adult attained 
from one-tenth to perhaps three-sx- 


*teenths of an inch in length, and taken on 


a brown color. She has rendered either 
the cereal or flour in which you find her 
entirely unfit for food either for man or 
beast. 

In her second or larva stage she is a 
woim or caterpillar, and the floure or 
reals or cereals she has inhabited have 
been known to be the cause of serious ill- 
rees. She is small, bul her excrement as 
ehe goes from point to point, often | nking

ages exposed to their ravages, I found 
that they had not attacked tapioca or 
man'‘oca. They had not entered an un- 
opened package of cracker crumbs, per- 
haps because they had food enough with 
out eating paper and pasteboard, and they 
had not hatched ingide, because the hea: 
of baking had destroyed any eggé, if any 
were there. But bran labeled “ steril- 
ized,”’ even in an unopened package. 
seems to develop beeties as quickly as 
any other. : 

A hgh class grocer tells me he orde's 
his package goods in summer as often ar 
five or six tmesa week He keeps them 
on iron shelves backed by tile, and has 


cast iron bins fo bulk materia's and oa 
sheeted iron storage place for flour” The 
wholesater tells him he returns less in- 
fected goods than any one buy.ng from | 
him. 

Not only asa health precaution, but 
also to save what might be a great dea! 
of time and money and trouble, al! pack- 
ages of starchy things which come into 
the house in summer should be exam ned 
atonce. I bought a package of spachett' 
of a leading grocer, who ought to have 
known that he was selling me something 
stele. I did not mind then, because I 
wanted it to study. I gueseed that It was 
infested, and was right. Some 6f the’ 
stems were roughed for their whole length 
but only a lens revealed how. It would be 
reasonable to teke back such a package 
although no honest grocer could send it 
to the one he had bought it of. unlees of 4 
disreputable firm. If a beetle is found 
on bakery goods, beware of that bakerv. 

If that package of spaghetti had been 
put with other starchy things, it might 
have infested them all, for these heetles 
are ‘ general feedera,’’ and, those in one 
package may enter dollars’ worth of other 
goods. 

If the housewife had the tiformation 
that the grocer has thrust upon him, sa d 
a lesdng grocer the other day, there 
would be no cost of Kving problem. If 
everybody was ciean who handled foods 
and used every precaution, millions of 
dollars worth of wasted sain would be 
saved.

ing. There never yet was any mother’s 
daughter who would not prefer to have 
her clothes look as though they came from 
the best tailors and the best dressmakers 
the world over. 

In making the coat you must line the 
upper fronts, the part that affords ine 
fastening, throughout with a shrunken 
tallor’s canvas. While there are some 
canvases at 10 cents the yard, do not be 
misied by their cheapness. The linen 
canvas that comes around the 35 or 40 
cent mark is the right kind. Adjust this 
so that the ctraight thread of the canvas 
comes even with the straight thread of 
the goods. Allow enough of the goods to 
turn well over the outer edge, and then un- 
derface with the same goods throughout. 
The collar and cuffs, too, should be lined 
with this canvas,- both on the straight 
thread of both goods and canvas. 

Around the armhole lay a single thick- 
ness of padding, about two inches broad, 
on the upper part of the shoulder, and 
widening to the underarm part. If one 
is thin or unduly slender under the arm, 
then the padding can be used to fill in 
here, for a deftly padded underarm makes 
the waistline look all the more slender, 
and the slender waistline is one of the 
hallmarks of the new season's mode. 

In basting the coat together for the first 
fitting join the ripple peplum to the back, 
join side fronts to back, and hold the 
canvas lined fronts with the seam turned 
under and with a tacking thread on top 
to the side fronts. Any adjustments over 
the bust must be made here; and you can 
move the fronte until you get’the fit just 
right on the figure. ; 

The sleeves can follow etther of two 
novel designs. The full length figure 
shows the shirt sleeve which is in high 
vogue among fashionable tailors, while 
the bell sleeve shown on the small sketch 
is one of, the most recent developments. 

The knack of putting im the lining is 
simple enough—when one knows the 
knack. ‘The center back ts always fas- 
loned with a one inch plait, pressed flat 
down the center, this to afford some 
“give” in the lining when the wearer 
stoops over or turns suddenly, or other- 
‘wise strains the garment in wear. A two 
Inch depth of bias canvas is seamed in 
with the shoulder fronts, this to obviate 
the “break ’* that one so often sees fp 
home made garments at this point. The 
back lining is left longer than the shoul- 
der seam ,and then brought down over the 
front and hemmed. The front linings are 
hemmed over the back, and ,the sleeva 
lining ts cut one Inch longer at the top, to 
afford sufficient turnover for the hem that 
is brought over the body part. 

Now that is just about all of the Secrets 
that the best tailors employ to the turning 
out of really smartcoats. If you are par- 
ticular about the appearance of the gar- 
ment—and you should be, if you are to get 
the full benefit of your work—have the 
tailor do the pressing; for the heavy irons 
—the tailor’s goose—that they use are far 
more effective in pressing the seams and 
insuring the right curve than‘ are the 
smaller and lighter ones that we employ 
for household uses.

‘A favorite story of Magele’s then—one that shé 
told us a thousand times, with our joy growing 
greater at each fresh telling—the story of Jack and 
the king who was a gentleman, I long after set down 
in one of my books of fairy tales, “In Chimney 
Corners.” She could never tell too frequently, we 
could never hear too often, this rare tale of the 


king who was the greatest gentleman iu all the. 


world because he had never once in his life said, 
“You're a liar!” to any man, and who vauntingly 
offered his beautiful daughter in marriage, with her 
weight in gold and half his kingdom, to any man 
from any end of the earth who in one of three 
chances could make him for one moment forget his 
gentlemaniiness and say the rude words—and who, 
after he was tested in vain by 864 of the greatest 
knights, champions, and scholars of the earth (who 
lost their heads for their failure), succumbed at 
length to poor brave Jack, the widow's son from 
Donegal. Marvelous was the ingenious plan by 
which poor Jack made the mighty king forget his 
gentlemanliness—and won the king's daughter with 
her gold and gear. 

In my book, “ Donegal Fairy Tales,” “The Old 
Tag's Long Leather Bag” is one of Maggie Burns’ 
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stories. And I wove her wonderful tale, “The Will 
of the Wiseman,” into the web of my newest book, 
“ Yourself and the Neighbors.” Many more of hers 
I have embodied in other books. Maggie’s most 
charming, oft repeated tale, “The Black Sheep,” 
the Irish version of Cinderella (but far more beauti- 
ful than Cinderella), stirred owr young breasts with 
the spirit of romance and probably gave us our first 


intoxicating glimpse into the sparkling land of | 


Faerie. And her splendid “ Well of the World's 
End” not only gave us a thrilling story but likewise 
a lesson in kindness and gentleness that none of us

And here is how the fairies first came to Ireland: 
When Lucifer and his host rebelled in heaven, and 
that Michael, like the brave Irishman he is, led the 
good angels against him, there was a third portion of 
angels who chose to: remain neutral—intending to 
subscribe to the principles of the winning side. But 
when Michael had overcome and cast Lucifer and 
his host into hell he then commanded that the neutral 
ohes must quit heaven. As they didn't actually raise 
hands against God, he didn’t deem them worthy of 
hell but as they hadn't fought for God, neither were 
they worthy of heaven. “ Heaven,” he said, “ you 
must lose, but I'll let you choose for yourselves 
where you will go to.” And tearfully the banned 
ones replied: “If we must lose heaven, we want to 
go to the most beautiful place in al] the world, and 
the place that is nearest to heaven. Send us to Ire 
land.” Michael granted them their request, which 
he evidently bad anticipated anyhow. 

Some of them fell into the seas around Ireland, 
becoming the mermaids; but the greater portion 
of them fell upon dry land, becoming our fair‘es. 
And, loving friends to our country, and kindest 
friends to our people, in Ireland they live on, 
cheered with hope of final redemption. And we, 
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who dearly love the Gentle People, ever hope and 
pray that on the last day God's heart may melt 
toward these exiles, and he'll recall them again to 
their mansions of bliss. 
Outside Fairyland, it was the land of pena 
that loomed largest in Magg'e’s imagination in 
those days. Of America, the land whose wonders 
would exceed those of her own tales, she used to talk 
for hours together and through her young years for 
Amerira she longed and prayed. Maggie's eldest sis 
ter, returned from that wonderland, and, sitting one 
day in my mother’s kitchen, and talking with a 
fascinating new accent, which I learnt was the 
Yankee accent, and fascinating new words and 
phrases, which I learnt were Yankees words and 
phrases, was the first Yankee I ever saw. Even 
I, a child, longed then to experience a land where 
every one talked so beautifully and dressed #0 
beautifully and looked so beautiful. No wonder 
that all our boys and girls broke their hearts with 


pining for this land. Though, when at last their . 
turn came to go, they broke their hearts out and 


out, sobbing and crying with woe for leaving Ire- 


‘land, 


And when, at length, a good fairy (from Amer- 
ica) sent Maggie her passage, and it came ber time 
to go to the Land of Heart's Desire, a more grief- 
stricken girl never left Ireland. She left my mother 
sorrowing, too, for the most faithful helper she 
ever had, a girl, moreover, of most rare innocence 
and simplicity of heart. Maggie Burns, too, like 
every member of her family, wae singularly honest, 
upright, and conscientious, even amongst a s ngu- 
larly honest and upright people. The whole Burns 
family bad a character that would enrich and 
ennoble those born to mere moneyed wealth and 
manufactured nobility. 

That the materializing influence of the Amer 
ican world bad not fazed Maggie's rare simplicity 
ef character wil] be realized whea I mention that

she has most strenuously objected to my writing 
this article about her; vowed that if I wrote it she 
would never speak to me again, and ingenuously 
protested that she had * never done anything to be 
ashamed of "! 

Maggie entered the service of Mré. Van Bell 
shortly after her arrival in America, and from 
that long-ago day to the day of Mrs. Van Beil’s 
death, never changed, nor dreamt of changing, her 
mistress. Her rare loyalty to duty, and devotion 
to her mistress, and her mistress’ consequent devo- 
tion to her, was a pleasure but not a surprise, for 
me to discover, when I came to America. ,

It was long after Maggie went that I, having 
served as country schoolmaster, for the folk-tale 
term of seven years, turned my feet to the path 
of the folk-tale hero, and to seek my fortune, 
traveled away and away over high hills and low 
hills, sheep walks and bullock tracks, broad green 
lands and wide blue waters, following the track- 
less path to the tempting, far unknown, where i 
might find fortune, or from which no rumor of me 
might ever return. - The good fairy seed that 
Maggie had helped to sow in my imagination bad 
flourished and fructified, and I bore samples of the 
fruit with me—and rery little else—to the far, 
strange land. Many there affected to like the 
flavor of the new importation, and soon came re 
quests from many cities for the wanderer to tell 
about the lore of the fairy land from which he 
came, 

Philaielphia wanted to hear what I had to say 
upon the subject. I spoke to a crowded house in 
Horticultural hall, and, among the many who 
came to talk to me after my lecture, I was de 
lighted to meet my earliest mentor, Maggie Burns 


.—who had been for long years enveloped in the 


unknown! It was keen delight to meet her and to 
look again into the earnest, sincere eyes of her who 
had been lost to me since childhood. With eager 


egotism I asked her, “ How did you like my lecture?” 


and she answered, “ Och, sure it’s grand it must have 


been; but my heart was in my avuth every minute © 


for fear you'd tell something about meself.” 

I visited her im her kitchen next day—and on 
after occasions, when Philadelphia called me—and 
found her marvelously unchanged, despite the total 


change of latitude— the same sincere and beautiful | 


and believing soul that my childhood knew. 

You may picture, then, my gladness when I 
discovered, that other day, that Maggie had found 
her fortune—that the castle and the bags of gold 
which rewarded the heroic ones in our fairy tales 
were at length here—and that her own fairy tale, 
which she realized, was a fitting cnown and 
climax to the fairy tales of her fancy—and out- 
did them. The fairy joy and happiness that she 
gave to many, myself included, bas returned to 
ber in compound measure, and she finds herself 
in the rare position of inheriting back again her 
own legacy! 

For generations and generations our Iri¢h boys 
and girls, in their hundreds of thousands, have been 
following the footsteps of their folk-tale heroes, 
and seeking their fortune in the far unknown. 
Many and many of the giants they have had to 
encounter. Some overcame their giants and found 
their fortune; many, also, fell and perished, their 
Aying eyes dazzled by the tantalizing glinting and 
glancing and dancing of the sun upon the windows 
of the castles, still afar off. 

These latter were usually ones whose hearts 
gave harbor to the doubts and disbeliefs that 
the new, hard world was casting upon the fairy 
faith of thefr childhood—and who came to deny 
or to slight the blessing which the loving fairies 
send after every child that ever sete sail from 
Mother Erin's shore. 

The ever faithful Maggie Burns never doubted 
nor slighted nor denied. And the Good People have 
rewarded her with life and joy, bags of gold and 
a castie with a window for every day in the year! 

God's blessiag as well as the Good People’s be 
with her, in a long, long life of ease after labor, 
of peace and of joy.

thought it was. It occupied the minds and 

governed the actions of many prominent 

north shorites for weeks before it came 
of. 

The same amount of ability and energy 
turned on any business enterprise would 
probably make more money than that 
netted by the fair.
